Claims 1, 3-4, 8, 10-14, 16 and 19-20 are allowed.

(US Pat. No. 5,737,895) does not disclose a method of coupling of a multistory building 
including the steps of attaching a rigid member adjacent the top ends of the fist and 
second series of shear walls; moving each of the top end from a first portion to a second 
portion; connecting the top ends with the rigid member in the second positions such that 
the top ends do not move relative to each other and returning the top ends to the first 
positions as set forth in the claims.
